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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 19-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter, 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. There is no mention in the specification of the 
following: "the monomers of the homo- or copolymers bear no functional groups which 
react the setting accelerants such that the setting accelerants remain in the powder 
composition in chemically uncombined form". This is a negative limitation needing 
explicit antecedent basis in the specification. This is a new matter rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

4. Claims 1-9 and 12-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Colombet et al. 5,922,796, Ball et al. 6,063,865, Thames et al. 6,00,913, Pakusch 
et al. 6,028,167 or Dreher et al. 6,716,922. 

5. All references have been discussed in the previous Office action. Applicant did 
not dispute the rejection over Colombet et al. therefore that rejection stands.

Applicant's arguments will be answered in the following paragraph. The rejection is 
maintained. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments filed 3/9/06 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Ball et al. disclose crosslinkable polymers with crosslinkers, not crosslinked 
polymers. The composition of the polymers blended with the crosslinking agents is the 
same as applicant's. The intended use is immaterial. Functional groups are not 
prohibited by the specification. The polymer of Thames et al. is a copolymer of one of 
the monomers claimed by applicant with a monomer, which is not. Applicant's claims 
do not exclude monomers, which are not claimed, as long as a monomer, which is 
claimed, is present. The function of the alkanolamine is immaterial as long as it is 
present. The disclosures of the references cannot be limited to their working examples. 
Pakusch et al. teach salts of di- and triethanolamine. Applicant's claims do not restrict 
the kind of salts, which can be present. The function of the salts is irrelevant. Dreher et 
al. reveal applicant's polymer blended with other polymers. There is no reason to 
believe that the additional polymers would interfere with applicant's invention or would 
deleteriously affect said invention. Accordingly, the "consisting essentially of language 
does not exclude the other polymers divulged by Dreher et al. Since no crosslinking 
occurred yet, the future function of the alkanolamines is not germane. The rejections 
are maintained. 

7. All other rejections are withdrawn by the examiner in light of applicant's 
response.
